Washington, April 27.— The condi- 
tions In Washington are rapidly set- 
UiBf down to those of actual war. No- 
tlosi CMD* to tbe state department from 

the four quarters of the globf showing 
that the nations as a rule are prepared 
to assume an attitude of strict neutral- 
ity aa between tbe United States and 
Spain in tbe present strafgle. 

la Most cases they were in answer to 
tbe identical note sent out Monday 
by the state dt partment to all United 
States embassies and legations instruct- 
ing them to inform tbe governments to 
wbicb they are accredited that war bas 
existed since April 21. 

Great Britain .'ilways hns t:ikt'ii an 
advanced stand In tbe principles of 
neutrality, so that it was with great in- 
terest that tbe news was received here 
of the terms of the neutrality procla- 
mation i.ssued In Loud(in. 

On the whole the officials are dis- 
posed to take the view that a strict ad- 
herence by Great Britain to these rules 
will be rather more advantageous to 
the rnlltd States than to Spain, par- 
ticularly as we are now operating, In 
the naval sense, close to our own base 
of supplies, and in all probability will 
soon cut Spain oft from the two bases 
that she now has in tbe natgbborbood 
of Cuba. 

The president issued a proclamation 
during the day laying down rules as to 
the seizure of prizes, and the result, it 
is believed, will bo the release of some 
of the ships already captured, though 
it will be for the prize courta to deter- 
mine in each cas^ whether the condi- 
tions under which the ship was cap- 
tured are such as to warrant release. 

The administration believes the 
greatest liberality sliould li<' shown in 
the application of tbe laws where a ves- 
sel is not contraband or atempting to 
run the blockade. That is shown in 
the liberal terms of the proclamation 
itself, by wbleh tb» priM eoiirta most 
b* gtiided. 

It It noted also that tbe administra- 
tion has not been deterred by any crit- 
icism in congress from again formally 
pledging Itself to the nutlonfi of the 
world to refrain from privateering and 
abld* by Um deolaratioa <tf Paris of 
U66. 

So far as Is known all the United 

States consuls have made their way 
safely out of Spain. Consul Fay at 
Danla has reported to the department 
from Lisbon, Consul Bowen at Barcelo- 
na from Paris, Consul Carrcdl at CadU 
ud Consul Bartelam at Malaga firom 
Gibraltar.

The army reorganization bill became 
a law during the day, and the war de- 
partment officials have begun to devise 
tb« best means of carrying out the pur- 
poses of tbe act, which will result in 
an Increase of the regular army to more 
than CO.OOO. 

In the war department preparations 
went on with ceaseless energy for the 
organisation of the volunteer army. All 
the officers were deUlled who are to be 
sent to the various states and territo- 
ries to muster the guardsmen into the 
service of the United States. 

The plana for tbe full organization 
of tbe ai iy wero also perfected. To 
provide officers for tbe regular army 
and volunteers Secretary Alger ordered 
the assignment to duty of all the cadets 
at the West Point Military academy 
who would In tbe ordinary course of 
events have graduated in June. 

The greatest anxiety was shown at 
the navy department for news from the 
blockading squadron. Notwithstanding 
the frequent reports that came from

Rich Prise Oaptnvod. 

Key West, April 27. — The lighthouse 
tentlei- .Maiit;rove captured the steamer 
Panama, Captain Quevedo, a big trans- 
atlantic liner and an auxiliary cruiser 
of the Spanish navy, which bas been 
plying of late between New York and 
Havana. She had 29 passengers, in- 
cluding three women, one Frenchman 
and one Mexican, and a crew of 72. As 
the Panama carried two 12-pounder8 
she could easily have annihilated 
the little Mangrove. The Panama Car- 
ries a valuable cargo of general mer- 
chandise, incltiding a large (luantity 
of corn. Much of it was meant to pro- 
vision tbe Spaniards in Cuba.

Chicago, April 27.— A committee com- 
posed of George A. Baynes, late major 

of Montreal garrison artillery: D. N. 
Campbell, late Canadlrn militia, and 
W. H. F. Holmes, late Queen's Own Ri- 
fles, Toronto, have called a meeting of 
Canadians who are in sympathy with 
the United States in the present war 
movement against Spain and are will- 
ing to vohiiiteer their services and 
form a Canadian regiment. The object 
is to raise a battalion composed of Ca-

Oenaaay Mil m OoBandraia. 
Washington. April 27.— The reports 
that Qermany would not Issue a proc- 
lamation of neutrality, in order to leave 
her hands free for intervention If It 
seems to be desirable, can not be con- 
firmed in diplomatic quarters here. On 
the contrary, there is every indication 
that Germany will obsn ve strict neu- 
trality, and a seml-ottlelal announce- 
ment to that effect was made about a 
week ago in one of the Inspired news- 
papers of Qer many. 

WUl Obsorvo N«atr«Ilty« 

London, April 27.— The consuls gen- 
eral of Ecuador, Nicaragua, Ban 8al- 
vailor, Honduras, Costa Rica and the 
Republic of Santo Uomlngo, all of 
whom have been interviewed with re- 
spect to the attitude of their respefUve 
governments declare that their coun- 
trymen sympathize with Spain, hut 
that their respective governments will 
obeanre the strieteet neatrftltty.

MARTIAL LAW TO BE DECLARED.

Madrid, April 27.— There now ap- 
pears no possibility of avoiding a revo- 
lution in Spain which will overthrow 
the preaent dynaaty. The government 

realizes this, and martial law will prob- 
ably be declared throughout the king- 
dom within the next few days. 

Taking advantage of the present war 
with the United States the Republicans 
and Carlists will combine and wipe the 
present ruling power out of existence 
forever. 

What sort of government will be 
built upon the ruins is a matter of rath- 
er uncertain speculation, but It la quite 
likely anarchy may reign for some 
time. 

The Republicans, headed by Castelar, 
would probably Inalst on a republican 
form of government, while the Carlists. 
headed by Don Carlos, would contend 
for a Carltst sovereignty. 

It Is Impossible to understand how 
these two eitreme claims could be rec- 
onciled, and the result must be ruinous 
to tbe country. Plnally. the European 
powers may dismember Spain and wipe 
her from the map. 

Another Appeal to Towr*. 

Madrid. April 27.— The Spanish gov- 
ernment sent a circular to the powers, 
supplementing its circular of April 18, 
and ezprsMlos regret at the "hard 
necessity of being compelled to appeal 
to force in order to repel the scandal- 
ous aggression of tbe United States, 
and defend tbe national dignity and 
historical Integrity of the fatherland." 

Very Much Cuncerued. 

Madrid, April 27.— Military and finan- 
cial circles are very much concerned 
about America's line of policy, fearing 
the United States authorities Intend 
to drag on the war until their prepara- 
tiniiH are completed and the rainy sea- 
son is over. In the meanwhile blockad- 
ing the Spanish colonies and intercept- 
ing communications, thus multiplying 
Spuln's financial embarrassments. 

Blanco Seems Vary Confldont. 

Madrid, April 27.— General Blanco 
cables that the situation is unchanged. 

His dispatch says: "This (Tuesday) 
evening a dlvi.sion of live American 
vessels approached Marianao. The 
Spanish gunboat Nlgera repulsed three 
torpedo destroyers which entered the 
port of Cardenas and compelled them 
to retreat. I believe the Americana 
will not dare to disembark in Cuba." 

Murtlul Liiw \<Te»«Br3'. 

Madriil, April 27. — Mini.sters say that 
If tt.i Kepuhllcans and Carlists persist 
In tbe atiivude foreshadowed In the 
cortes, it will be necessary for the gov- 
ernment to suspend the constitutional 
guarantees. This Is generally consid- 
ered a preiimlnaary step to deeming 
martial law.

IkKTAlN DEATH. 



That is .\liiioHt Sure To Be the Pate ef the 
Greir •t/im Attackiic Terpeie 
Boat.

The relative danger of senrieei on our 

different fighting ships is just now the 
subject of interesting speculation on the 
pert of our navy offioera, and one officer 
summed it up last week in this fashion : 
"The crew of a torpedo boat that goes 
into action must embark with almost a 
certainty of death. If they are ordeie 1 
to attack in the daytime their only hope 
is to avoid the rapid-firing iiuna of the 
ship which they expect to blow up. The 
boats are constructed to make abold dart 
at the enemy and fire atorpeilo, but they 
would be sunk by a well-aimed rapid-die 
guns easily. Even in a night attack the 
cliances are that the enemy's search- 
lights would pick them up, and then it 
would be a race to discharge their tor- 
pedoes before they were sunk. The de- 
struction of a large percentage of torpedo 
boats is always counted on in • general 
engagement. The dynamite cniiaer Ve* 
suvius would oBhr •• much danger to her 
crew as a torpedo boet if she went into 
action. You must remember that when 
she is loaded to fight rtie carries • great 
jiiantity of dynamite, and|if an enemy's 
projectile penetrated to her magazine, 
the men on board would never know 
what happened to them. If the Holland 
submarine boat should be accepted by 
the Government, her crew would, to my 
mind, ran a very fair chance of going to 
the bottom. Granting that she can do all 
that is claimed for her, if f'he were sent 
out to sink a battleship and she exposed 
her turret even for • short period, she 

would be in danger of beiii^' struck. 
Supposmg she gets near enough, how- 
ever, to launch her torpedo sucoessfnlly, 
she woulil very likely become the prey 
of the surrounding: vessels, which wouhl 
be eager for revenge. However, the 
chances would be worth it, and there 
would be no difficulty in finding crews 
for such boats. The destruction of a 
battleship at no greater cost than that of 
a submarine boat and a small crew would 
be a distinct ;.'ain. Let me add that the 
greater ppportunity for distinction on 
these dangerous boeta m^kes them desir- 
able billets in the minds of most of oar 
younger otiicers."

Snyn Uovernor Bradley ,loul<l "Uld Kentm-k'' 
Bcise Beady For Serriee ii • 
Pew Days. 



The official call for troops from Secre- 
tary of War .\lger was receiveil by Gov- 
ernor Bradley at li o'clock Monday evet- 
ing. 

The Gov>'rnoi- s.nid tli.it the troops 
would be ready to muster in in ten days 
at the farthest. He then made the fol- 
lowing statement to the press which ex- 
plains itself: "It is quite gratifying that 
so many gallant Kentuckians have of- 
fered their services. I have no doubt 
that 50,000 soldiers could be obtained in 
t 'U days. The idea which j revails that 
I have issued commissions is untrue. I 
have issued no commissions, and ap to 
this time have had no jiower to do so. 
Several companies have been formed 
lately which have been in course of for- 
matiiin for some time to supply vacan' 
cies in the State Guard, occasioned by 
companies having been mastered out. 
In some instances persons have organized 
companies on their own responsibility. 
The present call, as I understand it. will 
not cover more than the three State 
Guard Regiments when recruited to their 
full force. I have been informed by tlie 
Colonels of these regiments that they 
have arranged to complete their regi- 
ment, hence I give this notification so 
that there may be no misunderstanding 
about it. When these re^;inients are 
tilled there will be no opportunity for the 
volunteers under the present call. How - 
ever, a State (iuard will be organized to 
take their places, and companies formed 
or in process of formatium may apply to 
the Adjutant General for places in the 
State (iuard."
